Brotherhood of Electrical Work- 
ers, an affiliate of the American 
Federation of Labor. 
The board had acted in the case 


of a complaint 
by the

Electrical and Radio Workers of 
America, a CIQ affiliate. 


The latter contended Consolidat- 


ed Edison had picked the Federa- 
tion affiliate to represent the em- 
ployes in collective bargainlns ne- 
gotiations without giving the em- 
ployes an opportunity to expresi 
a, preference. 
Justices Reed 
and Black dis- 


agreed with the conclusion that

Issued from the office of the en- 
gineer during the past week, the 
total for construction In Corsl-

reached well over tho 
$200,000 
mark, setting a record for the 
past eight years, and nearcd tho 
annual average for the period of 
1928-1937. 


Tho permit was Issued to W. L. 
Kirk for a new frame residence 
at 1813 Sycamore in the amount 
of $3,200 and brought tho totals 
for the calendar year to $205,166. 


Thus the 1938 totals hit the 
highest mark since 1930, and also 
approached the average for the 
ten year period of $208,000. 


It Is estimated that more resi- 
dential construction 
has

do not represent more than about

PROFIT-SHARING 


The two major causes of 


forest fires, 
according 
to 


rangers, are lightning and 
man, and man is the more 
serious menace. Not much 
can be done about preven- 
tion until 
his 
fire-setting 


impulses are controlled. 


The Forest Service asked 


a psychologist to find out 
why human beings start for- 
est fires. 
After observing 


and questioning for 
some 


time, he reported that fires 
are started for two reasons 
—carelessness or intention. 
More are started on purpose 
than has been realized. 


Reasons for deliberately 


setting forests afire are nu- 
merous and varied. Some- 
times it is done for econom- 
ic reasons; men think that 
fire 
makes grass 
grow 


faster and that it is good 
for their cattle. Again, fire- 
starters have said they were 
trying to burn out ticks or 
kill infantile p a r a l y s i s 
germs. 
Others do it sim- 


ply because their 
grand- 


parents burned the forests. 
Hunters sometimes set fire 
to woods to drive the game 
out into the open. 
A few 


people have even started 
forest fires out of spite for 
neighbors in the vicinity. 


If 
the 
Forest 
Service 


could spot such cases in ad- 
vance and cure the would- 
be forest burners of their 
mania, or get them remov- 
ed to other regions, there 
would be a great saving of 
valuable timber.

ing a perfumed soap, but putting 
on some of your most prized odor.

But since the fragrance 
of perfume Is Increased when you 
move, the head is a very logical 
place to use it. 


Perhaps the best way to per- 


fume the hair is to use the odor 
when the hair Is not quite dry 
after your shampoo.'

Placing his hope in the young-

tolerance and

of view as against sectionalism, 
Mr. Roosevelt told the 
students, 


he was still a believer In capi- 
talism despite what they rend in 
their "newspapers and heard on 
the air." 


The President said the students 


had heard for six years that "I 
was about to plunge the nation 
into 
war" 
as 
the 
Inventor 


of 
the 
economic 
royalist," 
and 


as breakfasting every morlng on 
"grilled millionaire," actually, ho 
said, he was on "exceedingly mild- 
mannered person—a 
practitioner 


of peace both domestic and for- 
eign, a believer In ,the capitalistic 
system, and for my breakfast a 
devotee 
of scrambled 
eggs." 


Not Mollycoddles 


He said other men in public 


life 
had protested 
against cer- 


tain 
forms of economic control 


and epithets far 
stronger 
than 


any he had ever used had been 
employed by other 
presidents. 


"Those of us who knew Wood- 


row Wilson and Theodore Roose- 
velt and Grovor Cleveland could 
hardly 
call 
them 
mollycoddles," 


he said- At another point ho as- 
serted: 


"It Is only the unthinking lib- 


erals In this world who see noth- 
ng but tragedy in the slowing 
up or temporary stopping of lib- 
eral progress. 


"It is the unthinking conser- 


vatives who rejoice when a soc- 
al or economic reform falls to 
be 100 per cent successful." 


"It Is only the 'headline' men- 


tality that 
exaggerates or dis- 


torts the true objectives of those 
in this nation whether they be 
tho president of the 
University 


of North Carolina or the presls- 
dent of tho United States, who, 
with Mr. Justice Cardozo, admit 
the fact of change and seek to 
guide change into the right chan- 
nels to the greater glory of God 
and the greater good of man- 
kind." 


Quotes Another Roosevelt. 


The President quoted at length 


a letter written In 1908 by Presi- 
dent 
Theodore 
Roosevelt 
to 
a 


friend who was "fighting for soc- 
ial and political decency" on the 
Pacific coast and who faced the 
opposition, as "T. R." put It, of 
men of wealth and social stand- 
ing. 


'Do not get 
dlshearted; 
and 


keep up the fight," the former 
president wrote. 


What "T. R." had said In ef- 


fect, said tho President, was the 
American people must have defin- 
ite objectives for Improvement of 
government and social and eco- 
nomic conditions; second, these 
must be carried out by "definite" 
action, and third the government 
and the people must have two 
essential qualities—first a sense
